Last night, for the first time in so long I can^t remember when, I had trouble 
falling asleep. I was also up more often. I am sure tliat is from ray reaction to your 
tirade and absolute refusal to think or to be responsive in any way. Which is so unlike 
you of the past! And this morning, having finished catching up on yesterday's mail at 
3:50, about a half hour before I'll leave for my morning walking, I tried to read a book 
and my mind when back to your call. So, I've tloughfabout it a bit. 

I t -ink that after my initial anger over your misrepresentayions of what I wrote and 
also of what I said I was upset over what you reflected of yourself and of your present 
state of mind. While * have no reason based on yesterday and earlier conver- 

sations about what the Baltimore police are supposedly up to, I do hope that at some 
point you can try and detach yourself and examine all of this. 

I think that in some way you are reflecting a natural reaction, perhaps an over- 
reaction, to the intensity of the emotions of your unpleasant divorce. I think that per- 
haps you^ithout realizing it may feel tliat somehow you were inadequate and need a feeling 
of accomplishment that you soght and seek from the Adams busines. Maybe not but this is 
what I think. It doesn't come from pricer experiences or knowledge, just a feeling. 

its simplest form when Adams knew that either Rack or Marco had misused the 
police computer and you told him it was Rick and how Rick was doing it, all Adams needed 
to complete an investigation was proof of what you told him. lie needed no more, no matter 
why you may imagine. If you did not provide it, I certainly had that proof overwhelmingly 
for Adams and he did not want it. Many others, all of whom could have been known to Adams 
if he had asked any questions at all, which he certainly did not of me, had more of it 
of which 1 now have a fairly considerable volume if far from all. And it is much more 
than misuse of the computer. Also much more serious. I can only wonder how much more there 
is of which I do not know or have not gotten, such as Carry's terrible letter of I think 
3/3 to ^]al■ , y of which ^arry gave a copy to someone else who described i ts contents to me. 

^11 of this and more, particularly your departure from fact, is what I think lingers 
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to trouble me. I rarely get angry any more and it never lasts. This lias. is so unlike 
the rational, questioning, clear-thinking Peggy I thought I knew.

This stayed in my mind ..hile I was walking and I thought about it. 

It is not possible, particularly not the first time wo talked, 
tliat I referred to tiary as a right-wing nut. I also believe that if I had you'd have 
reacterl strongly. I have never thought of Mary or Buck that way and x know nothing of 
either than can be regarded as nutty. Mary was a£ honest and as forthright as anyone 
can be the first time we met and tliat about herself. I wonder if I could have been that

honest# I do not remember either of them saying anything, political or other, that 
is reasonably described as nutty. 

I do not regard conservatives as nuts and in some ways I am and always have been 
conservative, on some political questions and on other ^matters#
